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Disposition of Claims 

4) ^ Claim(s) 1^7 is/are pending in the application. 
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Response to Amendment 

1 . This Office Action is in response to the amendment filed 12/20/2006. 
Claims 1-4 were amended. Claims 5 and 7 were withdrawn from consideration. Claim 6 
was cancelled. Accordingly, claims 1-4 are currently pending and have been examined 
in this Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
the U. S. Patent Application Publication No. 2003/0177391 A1 by Ofek et al., hereinafter 
Ofek. 

Regarding claim 1 , Ofek teaches a sending apparatus comprising: means for 
sequentially sending packet data generated based on a predetermined communication 
protocol via a network ([0024] - sending data packets over the network; [0073] and Fig. 
1 - item 1 10TFG - sending packets; [0028] - implementation of specific protocol); means 
for receiving a request from a receiver device to add identification information to said 
sent packet data only during a predetermined period ([0073] and Fig. 1 - item 120TTC - 
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receiving data packets and checking Security Tags 111 (identification information added 
to sent packets); [0087], [0103] and Fig. 6 - packets with security tags are sent sending 
in response to time stamps during predetermined time intervals); and means for adding 
said requested identification information to said sent packet data, said identification 
information uniquely identifying each packet of data sent from said sending apparatus 
(Fig. 1 and [0073] - Security Tags 111). 

Regarding claim 2, Ofek teaches the sending apparatus according to claim 1 , 
wherein said means for adding said requested identification information adds said 
identification information to each of said packet of data in a unencoded state in its 
forward direction ([0073] Security tags 1 1 1 are simply a part of the data packet header). 

Regarding claim 3, Ofek teaches the sending apparatus according to claim 1 , 
wherein said identification information is composed of a predetermined pseudo-random 
number and sequence number information unique to said pseudo-random number 
([0034] - pseudo random sequence of security signals). 

Regarding claim 4, Ofek teaches a sending method comprising: sequentially 
sending packet data generated based on a predetermined communication protocol via a 
network ([0024] - sending data packets over the network; [0073] and Fig. 1 - item 
1 1 0TFG - sending packets; [0028] - implementation of specific protocol); receiving a 
request from a receiver device to add identification information to said sent packet data 
only during a predetermined period ([0073] and Fig. 1 - item 120TTC - receiving data 
packets and checking Security Tags 1 1 1 (identification information added to sent 
packets); [0087], [0103] and Fig. 6 - packets with security tags are sent sending in 
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response to time stamps during predetermined time intervals); and adding said 
requested identification information to said sent packet data, said identification 
information uniquely identifying each packet of data sent (Fig. 1 and [0073] - Security 
Tags 111).
